REORGANIZING THE U. R, 
We commend to the representatives of the Unit- 
led Railways bond holders and to the Federal 
court the careful consideration of the Cleveland 
Street Railway plan as the basis of the pending 
reorganization of the loca] street railway system.

| The Cleveland plan was adopted after the road 


| tad passed through a receivership, under the di-| 


rection of Judge R. W. Taylor of the U. S. Dis- 
trict Court who, by the consent of the street rail- 
way company and the city, acted as an appraiser 
of the value of the properties upon which interest | 
and dividends were to be earned. The earning 
value having been fixed, the plan was based upon 
& guaranteed return on the capital invested, and 
fares regulated according to the operating cost of 
maintenance and fixed charges. The cost of serv-) 
ice, therefore, is the governing factor in the de- 
termination of fares. The people of Cleveland pay. 
for what they get. | 
Although the property is owned and operated by 
a corporation, the city controls the service and 
determines the amounts which may be spent for 
operation, repairs, renewals and maintenance. 
Either the city or the company may propose ex- 
tensions, permanent improvements, or betterments 
'of service, and all differences between the two are 
settled by arbitration. Briefly summarized, the 
salient points of the plan are as follows: 

The company is guaranteed a return of 6 
per cent on the stock and of 5 per cent on 
the bonds until the bonds are retired through 
a sinking fund for which an additional 1 per 
cent was set aside. For the purpose of guar- 
anteeing the return of 6 per cent and the pay- 
ment of taxes, a fund of $500,000 was estab- 
lished. When this fand rises to $700,000, 
on account of profitable operation, the fare 
automatically is reduced. When it falls to 
$300,000, the fare automatically is increased. 

The city has complete control of service. 
subject to the right of the company to earn 
this guaranteed profit. 

All of the accounts and transactions of the 
company are supervised by a Commissioner of 
Street Railways appointed by the city, who has 
an office in the company's offices and who 
has access to all the books and accounts. 

| All disputes are settled by arbitration. 
The franchise is practically perpetual. The 
city has the option of terminating the fran- 
chise, but under the agreement there must be 
a notice of 15 years during which the company 
has power to earn its investment profits out 
of the property. 

The city has the option of buying the prop- 
erty by paying 110 for the stock. or it can 
compel the road to sell to another company 
which will operate for less than 6 per cent. 

New capital for extension and permanent 
improvements is guaranteed a return of 6 
per cent. | 
In reorganizing the United Railways, the ques- 

tion of valuation has been disposed of by the Pub- 
lic Utility Commission, and the valuation has been 
fixed at $51,781,348, which has been accepted by 
the United Railways and is subject only to ap- 
proval by Judge Faris. The adoption of the plan 
for St. Louis will require changes in amounts to 
fit conditions here, but these changes present slight 
difficulties.

It was interesting to be reminded, as we were 
by the Post-Dispatch the other day, that Dr. Elio‘ 
of Harvard was born in the second Jackson admin 
istration. The fact, somehow, rubs the pallor of 
age off of history.

The letter of the Rev. James F. LeClere, a St. 
Louis Presbyterian minister, to Gov. Hyde urges 
that criminals should serve their Sentence without 
commutation or pardon, and voices a dé mand often 
heard in these davrs of violent crime, that the use 
cof the pardoning and parole power be discontinued. 

As far as Gov. Hyde is concerned. while some 
of his paroles of murderers, after serving a few 
years of a life sentence, have caused severe criti- 
cism, he cannot be charged with abuse of the par- 
doning power, in point of numbers. as compared 
with his predecessors in office. His record for 
1922 and 1923 was a total of 322 paroles, an an- 
nual averace of 107, as compared with an annual 
average of 144 under Gov. Hadley: of 275 under 
Gov. Major and of 208 under Gov. Gardner. 

We cannot agree with Mr. LeClere that crim- 
inals generally should serve their sentences out. re-| 
gardiess of individual conditions.

E mother who ts keeping in 
j touch with the school progress 
of her children knows their 
limitations. She knows the studies 
in which they are weak and is giv- 
ing the helping hand wisely wher- 
ever needed, but all mothers do 
not do that. 
Surely every mother knows that 


if the monthiy reports of her child 
show a continuous standing below 
the usually required 75 per cent 
in any study the pupil should have 
assistance in that study. The wise 
mother realizes that this need is 
especially urgent now in the clos- 
ing term of the year and she will 
make every @ffort to give all pos- 
sible assistance during these re- 
maining months fn the school year. 
She will know, too, that this must 
be done in an interesting manner 
and not forced upon the child, 

If the deficiency is in mathe- 
matics, for instance, you can ac- 
complish much if you sit down be- 
side the child while he or she does 
the home work, and by explanation 
clear away the fog. A little wise 
assistance along that line will heip 
materially. 

If the trouble tis In English, look 
over their work before they copy it 
and explain where and why correc- 
tions are necessary. Read the books 
they are required to study in En- 
glish, talk over with them the 
characters, the plot and the 
situations in the stories to make 
them thoroughly familiar with ev- 
ery detail. History can be handled 
in the same way. 

In languages frequent reviews of 
fhe vocabularies are a great help. 
Rapid-fire questions such as eight 
and seven are how much? Ten 
minus six, three times nine and so 
on will indelibly fasten these 
mathematical essentials in the 
mind. States, countries, cities. in- 
dustries and so gn can in like man-

ONCE heard a most sensible woman say that since her two chil- 
dren were approaching the teens, she found no time for anything 


I thought she was joking and reminded her of her many activities 


while they were still babies. 


That woman was right. 


and girls need the constant care of 
an understanding parent more than 
they do from the age of about 10 
to 15 or 16, or even older. What 
happens to them, and how they 
take what happens to them, at this 
age may not only affect perma- 
nently their physical health, it may 
determine to a large extent how 
they are going to meet ups and 
downs which are bound to come to 
them fn later life. 

What makes the “parent job” 
most difficult at this stage is the 
fact that, as a rule, adolescent boys 
and girls are not given to talking 
about their feelings and their 
symptoms, especially to their eld- 
ers. 

But the difficulty of the job is 
no excuse for failure in its accom- 
plishment. It is the manifest duty 
of the parent to find out and to 
understand. Ignerance here is ir 
itself a sin, not an excuse. 

A difficult part of the “mother 
job” at this time ia to keep the 
child’s mind in a healthy condition 
by sane interests, moderate occu- 
pation, freedom from the strain of 
over-study, worry, or responsibility, 
the avoidance of shocks, excite- 
ment, morbid fears, and unwhole- 
some thoughts. 

Explain her own physiology 
frankly to your daughter, and en- 
courage her to discuss with you 
all her symptoms, “queer” feelings, 
and perplexities. Teach her how 
to take care of her body. Discour- 
age any morbid sensitiveness or 
brooding over little affronts or 
failures, or trivial ups and downs. 
One of the common mistakes of 
adolescence is to take everything 
too seriously—except the things 
which really are serious. 

This part of the “parent job” 
applies equally to the care of the 
adolescent boy. No boy has «a 
fair chance in life if he has te go 
through this critical period without 
a sensible parent as a confidan’ 
and guide. 

Just here I cannot resist adding 
a word of warning to overambi- 
tious parents. It is really a smal! 
matter whether or not little Johnny 
or Mary “makes a grade” in school 
each year, between the ages of 10 
and 16 or 17. It is a vital matter 
that the child shal] have a sound 
body to carry his sound mind 
throughout these years—and after- 
wards. It is far better to take the 
child out of school entirely for a 
while, at the first sign of loss of 
weight, anemia, sleeplessness, irri- 
tability, or unusual moodiness. It 
is better to do this than to run past

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[very broadcasting station is equipped 
with a sensitive receiving set, Which is 
in charge of an experienced radio tele- 
graph operator whose duty it is to listen 
in on the commercial wave length of 6v00 
meters for just such signals as this one 
of distress. As soon as one is heard he 
at once opens the main switch which cuts 
off all signals from the station and anu- 
tomatically lights a signal lamp in the 
studio which informs the director that 
no broadcasting is being sent out. 

All this rapid fire action takes place 
so that the operators who are aiding th» 
ship in distress may have the air clear 
of signals from broadcasting stations. 

Naval compass stations located about 
the Port of New York likewise maintain 
a continuous watch for 4istress signals.

Charging Your Own Stor-

Then he makes 
a trip to the radio store and either buys 
the charger that his friends have recom- 
mended or takes the clerk's word for the 
instrument that is shown to him. 

There are two types of chargers that 
can be bought for alternating current 
supply and one type for direct current 
supply. Each type has some good points 
and some bad ones. These will be ex- 
plained and the beginner can then take 
his choice of the one he wishes to buy. 
But before buying be sure that you know 
what kind of current is in the house. 


For alternating current the two types 
are vibrating rectifier and tube rectifier. 

The vibrator type uses an auto trans- 
former to step down the voltage and ob- 
tain the amperage. This makes it dan- 
gerous to use the battery on the set if the 
charger is left connected to the battery. 
The vibrator makes a steady buzzing 
noise and usually must be placed in «a 
room far from the bedrooms if sleep is 
desired. However, the newest type 
chargers of this line are less noisy, but 
still cannot be called really “quiet.” 

The wearing parts of this type of 
charger are centered around the vibrator 
and this is easily replaced for a few cents. 
The current used in charging the battery 
makes the charging much less expensive 
than to take the battery out to a station, 
as it only consumes a few cents’ worth in 
an overnight charge.

The net re- 
sult of this action is the creation of a 
high-frequency wave exactly similar to 
the wave from the broadcasting station, 
modulated by a continuous note of about 
6000 cycles. The frequency of this note, 
which is determined by the oscillator 
marked No. 2, may be varied by changing 
the condenser across the special trans- 
former. This note may be adjusted to 
suit the personal taste of the operator. 


Construction. 


Most of the details of construction and 
method of wiring can be easily under- 
stood from a study of Figure 1. Two 
items, however, may be given special at- 
tention. Coil No. 3 consists of a standard 
1% henry choke, which can be purchased 
in any g00d electrical store carrying 
transmitting apparatus, or it can be con- 
structed by winding about 1500 turns of 
No. 30 D. C.°C. wire on a bundle of core 
wire about 3 inches long and % of an 
inch in diameter. No particular care need 
be taken in winding this wire: one turn 
may be wound over the other and no 
insulation other than the insulation on 
the wire is necessary.

If calibration of the oscil- 
lator is to be rigidly adhered to, it is also 
important that the “B” battery voltage 
be kept at approximately the same value, 
that is to say, if the oscillator is calibrat- 
ed with 45 volts of “B” battery it should 
be used with 45 volts. 

After the oscillator has been properly 
connected and is operating it is necessary 
to calibrate it. This calibration is ac- 
complished in the following manner: 

Refer to the broadcasting program in 
the paper and in choosing a station of 
low wave length accurately tune the re- 
ceiver to this station. Start the oscillator 
going and move the variable condenser 
until a note is heard in the telephone re- 
eeivers. Adjustment of the oscillator 
should be made very carefully and should 
be checked by making two or three read- 
ings and taking the average. Mark down 
this average reading, together with the 
wave length of the station received. 

Repeat this process until all the broad- 
casting stations available have been 
heard and the readings set down on the 
oscillator. From the readings obtained 
plot a curve between the condenser set- 
tings and wave lengths, as shown in Fig- 
ure 2. This curve can also be plotted in 
terms of kilocycles and condenser set- 
tings, so that either method can be used 
in setting the oscillator to the broadcast- 
ing station it is desired to receive. 

Meters or Kilocycies.

This can very fre- 
quently be explained by the use of an os- 
cillator. 

If the oscillator is set a considerable 
distance from the receiver and the fre- 
quency varied, it will be found that those 
wave lengths to which the receiving set 
responds best will come in loudest and, 
conversely, wave lengths to which it re- 
sponds poorly come in much weaker. 


For Reflex Sets, 

Where a reflex type of receiving set 
is used employing a crystal detector, it 
is sometimes difficult to determine just 
when proper adjustment is obtained on 
the crystal. An oscillator of this charac- 
ter permits the adjustment of the crystal 
under actual operating conditions, tn ad- 
dition to supplying calibration on the re- 
ceiver, 

No particular method other than that 
of convenience need be followed in as- 
sembling this oscillator. The position of 
the transformers, condensers, coils, etc., 
with reference to one another is unimpor- 
tant.
